Tuesday, March 9, 1971, the 


Student Council held an 
Executive Session closed to the 
Administration, Press and 


Students. Reasons given for this 
unusual session were to take care 
of certain difficulties that were 
brought to light at the previous 
meeting of March3. 

At this meeting, Jack Warner, 
Student Activities Director, 
remarked that it seemed most 
apparent to him that members of 
the Council were not holding up 
their duties. He cited the mix-up 
with the Special Freshman 
Election and the lack of coor- 
dination and planning for a mixer 
which had been canceled. 
Warner, it seemed, was getting 


_ NECC SWEEPS CONFERENCE 


Over the weekend of March 6 
and 7, the N.E.C.C. Knights won 
the second Annual Mass. State 
Community College Tournament 
by defeating Quinsigamond of 
Worcester in the semi-finals 97-80 
and then knocking off Massasoit 
of Brockton in the finals 75-69 to 
clinch the championship played 
at Waltham High School. Neil 
Reardon was named Most 


Valuable Player of the 
Tournament scoring 33 and 30 
respectively. 


Monday night, March 8, the 
Knights traveled te Gordon 
College in Wenham to meet and 
defeat Bryant McIntosh of Law- 
rence (12-4) in the semi-final 
round of the 4th Annual Eastern 
Mass. Small College Tournament 
by a score of 86-53. 

Coach Jack Wysong displayed 
the impressive trophy his boys 
won the past two years. A 
tournament victory this season 
would retire the trophy to 
Northern Essex having won it 
three years straight. 

The McIntosh Falcons grabbed 
an early 14-6 lead as the Knights 
were kept in the game by the 
outside shooting of Joe Goldsmith 
as he scored the first 8 points of 
the game for Northern Essex. 

The Knights fought back to the 
game at 22-22 on two foul shots by 
Neil Reardon with 8 minutes 44 
second left in the half. A minute 
later Bob Rouine, playing with 
torn ligaments and bone chips on 
two fingers of his left hand hit a 
free throw to put Northern Essex 
ahead to stay. 

The Knights opened up a good 
lead by outscoring the Falcons 
21-4 in thelast 82 minutes while 
hitting the last 11 of the half 
within 4 minutes, on hard earned 
hustle bucket by Bucko Tardiff, 
Butch Dunham and Charlie 
McClure. The Northern Essex 
cagers went in at halftime with a 
41-26 halftime lead. , 

In the second half as the first the 
Knights - dominated play. 
Bryant McIntosh, led by Lou 
Knox who ended with 14 points, 
tried to fight back but could not 
contend with the strong team

play displayed by Northern 
Essex. 

With 6 minutes 45 seconds left 
in the game, the Knights put on a 
10 point spurt with Dick Crawford 
hitting 2 jumpers. Bob McNabb 
popped one in while Andy 
Dsrosiers and Tardiff hit on 
layups. 

Time ran out on Bryant 
McIntosh, as an all-round team 
effort came away with an 86-85 
victory to move them into the 
final game against Newbury 
(Boston) who defeated Emerson 
in the second game. 

Everyone broke through into 
the scoring column _ with, 
McClure 3, Tardiff 4, McNabb 5, 
Desrosiers 5, Crawford 5, 
Reardon 6, Rouine 7, Mike 
Horgan who was almost perfect 
from the floor, hitting five of six 
shots ended with 11 points, 
Dunham 17, Goldsmith 10 of 23 
from the floor for 23 points. For 
Bryant-McIntosh, Mike Scanlon 
2, Don Coleman 7, Jack Welsh 9, 
Bob Watkins 11, Paul Morrissette 
11, and Lou Knox 14. 

The Knights out rebounded the 
Falcons 16-55 as Rouine pitched 
off 14, Goldsmith 10, and 
Desrosiers 8 as the leaders for 
Northern Essex. 

After the game, assistant 
coach, Al Bradley stated that the 
boys played a strong team game, 
(we only scored 84 points, our 
average was 95, but our bench 
came through real well and gave 
our starters a well-earned rest. 
Everyone scored, which is a 
tribute to the fine bench on our 
Squad). 

Dennis Levesque did not suit up 
for the game due to a sore leg. 

Tuesday night, March 9, the 
Knights faced Newbury School of 
Business in the final round of the 
Eastern Mass. Small College 
Tournament, and came off witha 
hard-fought, hard-earned 75-71 
victory. A game which went right 
down to the wire was tied a 
number of times in the second 
half. A momentary 7 point lead 
early in the half by Northern 
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Newbury, a strong team whose 
overall record was 32-3, and 21-0 
in league play were number one 
in Mass. and number one in 
National Junior College Athletic 
Association. They boast the best 
defense in the country allowing 
the opposition only 53 points per 
game while averaging 88 
themselves.

the impression that the members 
felt they had to just show up for 
Council sessions Tuesday 
mornings at 9:00 a.m. (This is 
something members weren’t 
even doing.) He warned the 
Council that if the Administration 
started to handle some actions, 
then the Council would lose most 
of its power. The problem of not 
attending meetings and the lack 
of a quorum was discussed for 
quite some time. Craig Spires 
then proposed that a letter be 
sent to all Council members 
setting the area in the Student 
Government Association Con- 
stitution on regular attendance. 
The motion was passed. 

Council President Tim Loring, 
following the March 2 session, 
called for the Executive Session. 

In a prepared statement, 
President Loring stated that the 
problem of attendance has been 
solved. A procedure covering 
attendance was arrived at-Any 
council member with three 
unexcused absences ‘shall be 
reviewed with the possibility of 
asking for his or her resignation. 

Other business taken by the 
Council during the last three 
weeks is as follows: The legality 
of the Business Club budget was 
taken. The Club had not been 
officially recognized thus putting 
the budget in jeopardy. Paul 
Powers moved that they be of- 
ficially recognized. His motion 
was passed. 


The budget request from the 
Electrons Club was reviewed 
thoroughly. The original request 


was for $2,034.95. After much 
discussion with Mr. Pelletier, the 
Club advisor, the request was 
made for $1,934.15. This included 
approximately $1,320.00 for a new 
stereo sound system for the 
Student Lounge. 

Rick Martel, representing the 
newly-formed Wrestling Club, 
presented the Club’s Constitution 
and requested that the Club be 
recognized. Recognition of the 
Club was given and after con- 
siderable debate $200 was 
allotted the Club from its original 
request of $516. The remainder 
will be discussed with the 
Finance Committee. 

THE INFORMER, a new 
student-teacher evaluation 
publication, was given official 
recognition and $250 to start to 


work in cooperation with 
Academic Affairs Committee’s 
evaluation Committee. 


The budget requests of the 
Photography Club for $410.45 and 
the Student Teacher’s Club for 
$380 passed. The Surf and Outing 
Club was allotted $185. 

The Student Emergency Loan 
Fund was given a $500 loan to be 
repaid by May 15, 1971. 

The Formal Dinner-Dance 
Committee reported that the 
annual dance will be held this 
year on June 11, 1971, at the 
Sheraton Rolling Green Motor 
Inn, Rte. 133, Andover MA, from 
8 p.m. to whenever!! The 


Council appropriated $1,000 for 
committee use. 

The Freshman Class mixer 
held-on March 5 was financed-- 
$282. 
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Ruhl’s Fiasco 


Thursday, March 4, 1971—a day that will live in infamy! On that 
day, with deliberate and malicious intent, the forces of nature 
bombarded the Merrimack Valley with snow sleet and rain. 

The combined forces of Northern Essex Community College were 
caught off guard, even though they had (through intelligence 
reports in the form of weather forecasts) ample warning of the 
impending attack. 

On this day, while the valiant forces of N.E.C.C. (the student 
body) struggled to reach their assigned positions at a great loss in 
the form of mental anguish and at great risk through the unplowed 
and slippery streets, the High Command argued on whether the 
forces of nature would be allowed to perpetrate this attack or 
whether they should surrender to the overwhelming elements and 
release the N.E.C.C. forces from their positions. 

And where was the Commanding General, the Omnipotent, at the 
time of this attack?

I was singing ‘‘Fire and Rain’ when I left my house yester- 
day. AsI crossed the street near SBA a minute later, I heard a 

girl singing the same song. The coincidence made me think one 
inore time about the song. Not only the lyrics, but the cir- 
cumstances under which it was written. 

James Taylor and Suzannah were once lovers. They had been 
separated for some time- he did not know where she was or what 
she was doing. She died without him knowing it. When, after a 
time, he found out, he wrote the song. That’s the song’ s 
background. 

The lyrics strike me as particularly beautiful. He expresses 
feelings I’ve personally felt many times. I have seen sunny days 
that I thought would last forever. Lying lazily on the beach with 
my girl, secure in the warm sun and the soft sand and the ex- 
pansive beach, secure in the knowledge that we loved each 
other. Lying there, it’s impossible to believe that there is even

Local Authors Publish 


The dawning of the Age of. 
Aquarius has brought with it a 
renewed interest in matters 
occult. The emergence of the so 
called ‘hippie’ culture has coaxed 


the spectre of occultism out of the . 


shadows where it had remained 
hidden since the wane of the 
witchcraft terrors, . safely 
ensconced in the darkness of the 
spiritualist seance° room. The 
rennaisance of occultism has 
reached nearly every component 
group of American life, but the 
crest of the wave is being ridden, 
with much enthusiasm, by the 
young adult who, carrying the 
spirit of social liberalism into his 
personal philosophy, ethics and 
religion, is less apt to be fettered 
by orthodox thinking, i.e. 
rejection or ridicule of things 
occult. 

Astrology, Tarot, Mysticism, 
ete. are all seriously studied by 
college students across 
the United States. Some 
universities have even instituted 
courses in occult studies such as 
Witchcraft. The number of books 
on the occult increase daily. Most 
-of the published works are 

designed to satisfy the appetite of 

the mildly curious. Some are 
geared ffor the _ scientific 
_approach such as the works of 

Dr..J. B. Rhine. A few honestly 

attempt to assist the serious 

student of occultism with genuine 
_ information derived from ancient 
writings. 


At one time or another most 


every student encounters 
Aleister Crowley. This 
impression given of this 


- remarkable individual depends 
‘upon the source of the. infor- 
mation as Crowley was known, 
even in his lifetime, as a genius 
and the most wicked man in the 
world. Crowley was an ana- 
chronism in his day, a social 
_ radical in — post-Victorian 


ss England, a religious rebel in a 


fundamentalist family, a heretic 
in the midst of orthodoxy. He was 
independently wealthy, and after 
his university years travelled 
world-wide accruing an 
incredible amount of occult 
knowledge first-hand from some 
very unusual sources. Crowley 
established his own cult which, 
along with occult studies, 
espoused sexual freedom, drug 
experimentation, and Yoga 
discipline, truly a man ahead of 
his time. He managed to get 
himself banned in two countries 
and many of his writings were 
condemned in his native England 
as pornographic (although today 
they would be considered only 
mildly erotic). 


Crowley put out several 
volumes on his occult studies 
including ‘The Book of Thoth’ and

‘Magick in Theory & Practice.’ 
The latter volume was ostensibly 
written for the layman but 
contains much which the average 
student of the occult would find 
baffling. 

‘PF Publications was 
established to bring to the 
student of the occult a scholarly 
interpretation of Crowley’s 
writings, using ‘Magick in 
Theory & Practice’ as source 
material. “‘Theorems of Occult 
Magick’ by Ron Parshley and 
Mark Feldman, a work to be 
presented in 10 volumes, 
pamphlet form, will clarify 
Crowley’s perpetual use of and 
reference to Hebraics, Kaballah, 
Egyptian Mysticism, Tarot, 
Hindu Mythology, Astrology, 
Numerics, Greek, Theology, 
Philosophy, and general writing 
style and thought pattern. 
Volume I was published in 
February, 1971, and Volume II of 
the Series is due shortly. 

The authors have studied 
Crowley in the light of historical 
background and with constant 
reference to the best works in the 
various fields which Crowley 
covers. 

Mark Feldman holds a B.S. 
Degree in Psychology, and a 
B.H.L. (Hebrew Literature), and 
majored in Talmudic Law at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
in Israel, with courses in 
Theology, Rabbinics, Philosophy 
and Biblical Law. He speaks 
Hebrew, Aramaic, Yiddush and 
‘German. 

Ron Parshley is News Director 
of Radio Station WLLH-WSSH in 


Lowell and Lawrence. He 
attended Gordon College, 
majoring in Philosophy, 


Psychology and ancient history, 


’ with courses in Greek, German 


and Biblical Studies. He is a 
hypnotist and lectures on the 
occult in the area. Recent studies 
include Astrology | and 
Witchcraft. 

Mssrs. Feldman and Parshley 
feel that a work such. as 
‘Theorems of Occult Magick’ will 
fill a great need for the occult 
student by saving him hours of 
time and research into the 
various subjects with which 
Crowley invariably assumes his 
readers are familiar.The authors 
also intend to write on other 
occult masters, such as Eliphas 
Levi and A. E. Waite, and subject 
matter including Hebrew and 
Egyptian Mysticism, and general 
occult philosophy.

As an advisor to the Tennis 
Club, I wold like to take this 
opportunity to re-group 
experienced tennis players, 
potential tennis players and 
suggest a course of action for the 
Club. 

Last semester, there was an 
informal meeting of a handful of 
players. At that time, it seemed 
that due to numerous difficulties, 
such as lack of enough 
participants, conflicts in 
schedules, lack of our own tennis 
courts, and my being unfamiliar 
with N.E.C.C., there was not 
adequate time to organize a 
N.E.C.C. Tennis Team. The 
activities of the Club were, 
therefore, postponed. 

To a great extent, the situation 
has not improved much, and 
many of the same difficulties still 
prevail. Having had some time to 
reflect and appraise’ the 
situation, I am, however, nowin a 
position to make some concrete 
suggestions for this spring and 
tentative plan for the future. 

For this spring, I suggest that 
we forget the idea of a formal 
team representing N.E.C.C. in 
any tennis league.

Very 
possibly, we might find some 
Freshmen in this group who 
would thus provide us with a start 
for Fall 1971. 

In‘addition, for this spring, if 
there is a sufficient number of 
students who would like to learn 
tennis, I will be glad to give 


elementary instruction with the 


assistance of advanced players. 

The above, in general, are my 
suggestions for this year. 

In regard to future plans, I 
believe that with the availability 
of courts at the new campus in 
the near future, we should have 
an excellent opportunity for a 
wide range of activities. There 
should be the chance for an 
annual Intra College 
Tournament, a definite schedule 
of games for the Tennis Team, 
instructors for beginners, 
participation in League matches 
and, of course, Faculty vs. 
Student tournaments. There are 
a number of interested Faculty 
and Administrative-Staff 
members who are physically fit 
to give students a well-fought 
game. Let’s create an 
test this 
challenge! 
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Last, but not least, the Tennis 
Club should support and strongly 
encourage the game of tennis to 
many non-players. Tennis is one 
of the very few sports which has 
long-lasting usefulness. This 
unique sport requires very little 
physical fitness assets and is 
relatively easy-to-learn (requires 
no strong. dose of Wheaties); 
various levels of players are 
generally available, can be 
enjoyed by both sexes and 
provides an excellent social 
atmosphere.
